Scabies found in six states 


Nine outbreaks of cattle 
scabies were confirmed in 
California, Colorado, Ne¬ 
braska, Now Mexico, Okla¬ 
homa and Texas during 
September, the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture 
reported. 

Two outbrenks occurred 
in California — one in 
Imperial County and one in 
Monterey County: Colorado 
had one case reported in 
Yuma County; Nebraska 
hRd two coses — one in 
Adams County mid one in 
Phelps County; New Mexico 
confirmed one outbreak in 
Union County; Oklahoma 
hod one case in Texas 
County, and Texas reported 
two cases — one in Floyd 
County and one in Hockley 
County. 

Officials of USDA's 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service (APHIS) 
said quarantines were 
placed on nil affected and 
exposed cattle. The quaran¬ 
tines ute not lifted until the 
cattle are treated under 
federal or stuLe supervision 
and found free of scabies 
mite infestations. 

September’s nino out¬ 
breaks compare with six in 
September a yenr ago. So 
far in 1977 there have been 
136 outbreaks of cattle 
scabies compared with 66 
for the some nine-month 
period in 1978. 


Scubies is caused by tiny 
parasitic mites that punc¬ 
ture the skin of cattle and 
feed on body fluids released 
from the wound. The mites 
are spread by contact 
between animals. They are 
killed by dipping infested 
cattle in USDA-approved 
pesticides, Mites cause 
serious economic tosses for 
cattlemen and feedlot oper¬ 
ators, but do not affect the 
wholesomeness of meat. 
Cattlemen are urged to 
check their stock and to 
report 9uspoctcd senbies to 
their veterinarian or animal 
health officials.

(D-Ind.), and Senators

New process found for producing fuel from crops 


U.S. Senator Birch Bayh 
(D-Ind.) announced that a 
new process developed by 
Purdue University scien¬ 
tists, under grants from the 
Energy Research and De¬ 
velopment Administration 
(ERDA) and the National 
Science Foundation (NSF) 
may create a vast new 
market for crop residues. 

“This is a dramatic 
scientific breakthrough 


which may open a vast new 
market for farm products 
end create a new domestic 
industry based on the 
renewable energy potential 
of our nation’s farmland,” 
Bayh said. The new process 
uses crop residues, such as 
corn stalks, to produce 
alcohol on a competitive 
basis., 

The Purdue process was 
described at a meeting at 


the state fairgrounds in 
Indianapolis by Professor 
George Tsao, a Purdue 
professor of chemical en¬ 
gineering and head of the 
research effort through 
which the process was 
developed.

directly to the embarkation 
point. 

If adopted, those propo¬ 
sals will ulso permit D.S. 
animals to he shipped 
through Canudn and re¬ 
enter the U.S. without 
Canadian health tests and 
certificates. Such animals 
would only need U.S. export 
health certified lea with 
USDA endorsements, pro¬ 
vided they were signed by 
the inspecting C'umiilitin 
part veterinarian lit the port 
where the animals entered 
Canada.
